Dear Mr. Wood 

I am sending to you and Mr. Noe the programme 
of the dinner the Numismatic Society gave to Mr. Saltus, 
I thought you would be interested, I nappened to arrive 
in London and go to a Hotel rext.to the Metropole, il 
heard of Mr, Saltus's death and went immediately to offer 
my services, They certainly were needed because the chances 
were at first very strong that the verdict would be Suicide, 
I attended the inquest and we were able to bring out so many 
facts against this theory that the Coroner's verdict was 
"Death by Misadventure", which in our language would be 
"Death by accident", This was undoubtedly the cause, 
Mr, Saltus had mixed Cyanide of Potassium in a tumbler; 
he had also put a prescription he had for indigestion in 
a tumbler exactly like the other one. I saw both glasses, 
The colour of the liquids in both was almost alike; in the 
evening by electric light they must have looked exactly alike, 
He evidently went across the room for something and came back 
to his dressing table and picked up the poison tumbler by mis- 
take for the tumbler which contained his medicine, Of course 
the first drink was instantly fatal, After the inauest and 


the rendering of the verdict I went to the mortuary. Mrs.

Saltus alas, as of course you will know as well as 1, has 
had a terrible blow, It was sad enough and tragic enough as 
it was, but what a tragedy it would have been if the Court 
had rendered a verdict of Suicide, I am very glad to have 
been able to help in preventing this, 

I am very busy at the British Museum and at other works, 
We are all well and we look forward to the day when we shall 
be back again, You know how interesting it all is over here,
